THERE is a visibly renewed interest 
in the entire subject of clair=", 


voyance. In recent years the police 
of certain cities such as Berlin and 
Geneva have been -resorting to ac- 
credited clairvoyants more or less 
regularly. in connection. with cases of 
missing people. Many prominent 
politicians are clients of Parisian 
clairvoyants.
